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RIGS 


Lay the ground work with the mayor and the city editor of your 
newspaper for a square dance jubilee or square dance festival. Arrange 
for an official proclamation by the mayor and obtain permission to rope 
off a block for street dancing. Sell the idea of keeping alive American 
traditional folk dances and the spirit of the pioneer west. 

Service and civic groups should be approached for possible political 
pressure and arrangements made for them to sponsor participants in 
a city wide dance contest. 

Newspapers can stimulate interest by covering the practice sessions 
of the various groups. 

Promote dance studios to provide instructors as coaches for the 
various groups. 

Key interest by promoting prizes for costumes, calling and dancing. 
As an additional feature, give prizes for best fiddler or instrumentalist. 

Jubilee festival week should be tied in so that the contest is climaxed 
on opening day of the picture. Stage it in front of the theatre for maxi- 
mum attention benefit. 

During Jubilee Week arrange for a sound truck to be camouflaged 
as a hay wagon. Place several ushers, usherettes, or both, aboard 
dressed in appropriate rustic costume. Play the picture’s theme song 
and other tunes from the film over the public address system, with 
plugs in between the numbers calling attention to the playdate and 
theatre. 

Contact all radio stations for their cooperation in plugging American 
folk music and especially the tunes from the picture. 

Picture’s songs should be played during intermissions and in the 
lobby. 

Display poster in lobby at least two weeks in advance of playdate. 

Special treatment can be given to the trailer by using a straw gelatin 
over the projection machine lens to help convey special color effect. 

Contact all square dance halls, square dance clubs and schools where 
square dancing 1s taught. 

STORE WINDOW TIE-UPS 


Arrange for shoe stores to display special square dance shoes and 
boots. 

Music stores can display square dance records. 

Dress shops can feature square dance dresses. 


Book stores and public libraries can display books on country dances. 

SEARS-ROEBUCK & COMPANY, and other department stores can 
be tied up with various merchandising departments that deal with 
music, wearing apparel and books.

Arrange for dance exhibitions between half activities at football 
games, basketball games or other school, high school or college athletic 
functions which require time out periods.

Try to interest local newspapers to run a daily series 


of features on square dancing with the possibility of 
illustrating the explanations. In consideration of the tre- 


mendous interest that has developed in square dancing all 


over the country, this should prove to be a popular feature. 


Tie-up with your local soft drink beverage company. 


These companies are greatly interested in square dance 


activities and are easily approached on special advertising 


tie-in campaigns. 


Several clothing manufacturers are now placing square 
dance apparel on the market, such as blouses, skirts, scarfs, 
pants, etc. Arrange with your local clothing stores to dis- 
play such items with theatre and picture credits. Or they 


might have special displays of apparel appropriate for 
square dancing. 


Throughout the country, high schools and colleges are 


active spots with student groups staging informal proms, 
stunt parties, dances, get-togethers. The wise exhibitor 
should interest student clubs, fraternities, sororities, etc., 


to build their parties around a square dance theme. King 
and Queen can be chosen for, or at such a gathering. 
Local newspaper can be approached to cover the affair 
and perhaps give it a pictorial spread. These pictures can 
be featured as a lobby display.
